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STATISTICS REGARDING CONSUMPTION. 


It is not often that statistical reports form attractive reading, nor 
isit true that they are always to be relied upon. An exception in 
the matter of interest at least, and, we are inclined to believe, in 
point of correctness too, attaches to a series of diagrams recently 
made by Dr. Lawrence F. Flick on the course of consumption in 
Philadelphia. 

The assertions are made at the outset that consumption is cen- 
tralized ; that it gradually changes its center; that it completely 
changes its center every three or four years; that it reappears in 
the same locality in from one to two years; that it has a preference 
for filthy neighborhoods ; and that its grouping is identically the 
same as that of typhoid fever, small-pox, scarlet fever, and diphtheria. 

The diagrams show that a house which has had a case of con- 
sumption will probably have another within a few years, and may 
have a large number of cases in close succession ; that when con- 
sumption occurs in a house, approximate houses are considerably 
exposed to the contagion; that, while density of population and 
filth attract the disease, thinness of population and cleanliness afford 
No protection when the disease germ is once introduced into a 
locality, 

Of the infected houses scarcely 10 per cent. are isolated, that is, 


standing by themselves, or, rather, not having an infected house 
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next to them. About 33 per cent. of the infected houses have had 
more than one case. These two facts seem to warrant the con- 
clusion, now considerably adhered to, that consumption is seldom 
contracted except by contact, by association, or by living in close 
proximity. A distinguishing feature of contagious disease, and one 
well demonstrated in the diagrams, is the fact that, after it has used 
up all the available material in a district, it dies out, to reappear 
when new material, fit for its operation, presents itself. It is this 
law of self-limitation which produces what we recognize as cycles of 
disease. The duration of a disease regulates the time required forits 


self-extinction. Most of the contagious diseases run a rapid course 
and, therefore, produce short epidemics. Phthisis being of long 
duration, each individual case can infect all the susceptible persons 
who come in contact with it for a number of years, and in this way 


the epidemic becomes prolonged. The duration of such epidemics 


appears to be about three years, some longer, some shorter. A 
series of epidemics, dovetailing into each other, give a city and the 
country at large the appearance of a perpetual epidemic which yearly 
claims nearly the same number of victims. An analysis, however, of 
the facts shows that the large epidemic consists of a large numberof 
small epidemics. 

Another characteristic of contagious diseases is that they develop 
pre-eminently in filthy neighborhoods, in which the outside and in- 
side hygienic conditions of dwellings are bad. The compliance of 
consumption with this law is well brought out by the diagrams. It 
will be seen that it occupies the same localities as typhoid fever and 
small-pox. Still another peculiarity of contagious diseases is that 
persons become hardened to them. From a scientific point of view 
this is possibly one of the most interesting features of a contagious 
disease. It isa physiological principle, that the human economy 
will in time accommodate itself in a measure to the presence of 


foreign and even detrimental substances. In this way we in time 
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become proof against the most deadly poisons. The history of con- 
sumption in all new countries into which it has been introduced 
shows that it has had a rise, a climax, and a decline in prevalency. 
Country people who move into infected districts are much more 
liable to contract the disease and have it in an acute form than per- 
sons who have always lived in those districts. 

As regards the principal avenue through which the tubercle 
bacillus gains entrance into the human economy, there can be little 
* doubt that it is the alimentary tract, and that only when that organ 
is off its guard can it secure an entrance. A healthy stomach de- 
stroys the organism. A careful study of the early stages of phthisis 
will satisfy every one that the disease is invariably preceded by some 
form of indigestion. So absolute is this rule that it may be taken 
almost without exception. It is extremely doubtful whether the 
disease can gain entrance into the body through the lungs, unless 
possibly by the inhalation of particles of dried pus, and then a 
denuded or inflamed bronchial surface would be required to afford 
admission to the disease germ. The air is inimical to the tubercle 
bacillus, and the latter only retains its vitality so long as it is pro- 
tected by the purulent matter into which it is imbedded, or by con- 
genial extraneous matter. 








THE RECTUM.

The immortal bard says: “The poet’s eye, with a fine frenzy 
tolling, doth glance from heaven to earth, from earth to heaven, and 


as imagination bodies forth the form of things unknown, the poet’s 


pen forms them into shape and gives to airy nothing a local habita- 
tion and aname.” The. modern rectum specialist is in some re- 
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spects like the poet, particularly in his frenzy to give to airy nothing 
a local habitation and a name. 

There are three diseases to which this organ is especially and fre- 
quently liable : + Hzemorrhoids, ulcers, and fissures and fistula. As 
to the minute anatomy, allow me to mention one point. Fifty years 
ago Nelaton described the ‘third sphincter muscle, and in spite of 
all that has been written of it since, it is only until recently that 
Van Buren summed up the general knowledge of anatomists and sur- 
geons regarding it. He characterized it as an organ to which 
anatomy and physiology had been equally unsuccessful in assigning 
either certainty of location or certainty of function. It was originally 
described as a muscular band about four inches above the anus, just 
in the place where strictures of the rectum most frequently occur. 
Its function was supposed to be that of holding foecal accumulations 
from passing down into the rectum until such time as the accumu- 
lated quantity made defecation nécessary, thereby keeping the rectum 
empty. 

The conclusion now reached regarding that muscle is: First, 
that the rectum normally is empty except at times of defecation; 
Second, that what has been so often described as a third or supe- 
rior sphincter muscle is in reality nothing more than a band of 
the circular muscular fibers of the rectum. Third, that this band 


is not constant in its size or situation, and may be found anywhere 


over an area of three inches. However, its presence should not be 
overlooked, particularly when we have reason to suspect stricture of 
the rectum. 


Let us now consider the manner of examining the rectum and 
the methods of diagnosing diseases of the same. 

Probably there is no other portion of the human anatomy where 
we are so prone to take for granted what our patients tell us of 
themselves, or what we assume to be their trouble, without an 
examination, as in diseases of this organ. 
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How frequently have we all had cases wherein the patients said 
they had piles and wanted a remedy, that, without an examination, we 
gave them some ointment or suppositories and sent them away. 
But it is not all infrequent, when, after vain attempts to cure those 
piles, we do examine and find fissures, ulcers, eczema, or possibly 
fistula, with no hemorrhoids at all. Why is it that the itinerant 
pile doctor has in so many instances laid up for himself the earthly 
treasure we all seek? Because physicians have been grossly care- 
less in making their diagnoses, and, secondly, because they have 
not been diligent in finding a remedy. There isatrain of symptoms 
common to almost all diseases of this part, and which infallibly point 
to trouble of some kind, but they do not by any means tell the exact 
trouble. 

Patients who have not come to a point when they are willing to 
submit to an examination have not come to a point when they 
are willing to be cured. 

How shall we proceed to make a rectal examination which shall 
be thorough and at the same time as free from pain as possible ? 

First. The dowel should be empty, and this immediately before the 
examination, even though we should have to resort to an enema to 
obtain it. This done, our patient may bear down without fear of 
an evacuation ; the partsare clean, and afford the best opportunity 
for ocular inspection. If there be hemorrhoids, ulcers, or prolapse, 
they are brought down and thus give the best idea of their extent- 
For a speculum examination the side is preferable. My practice is 
todraw apart the nates and thus pull open the anus, telling the 
patient at the same time to bear down. In this way quite an extent 
of mucous membrane is brought in view, and a fissure, ulcer, or 
even internal hemorrhoids are exposed without introducing a spec- 
ulum. Next make a digital examination ; by this can be ascer- 
tained if there be a stricture, further hemorrhoids, or a high fistu- 


lous opening. If by this we have not found satisfactory cause for 
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the symptoms, use the speculum. Employ a strong light and search 
carefully the entire calibre of the rectum ; there may be some small 
ulcer or fissure that is hidden by the reduplicated folds of mem- 
brane or the “columnez recti”; and, by the way, do not mistake 
these columnz recti for abnormal growths; nature placed them 
there, so leave them. Still, if your search reveals nothing, and the 
symptoms pointing to the rectal disease are strong, do not desist, 
but stretch the sphincter, when you have an unobstructed field fora 
thorough search. Physicians not infrequently speak of “ hzmor- 
rhoids higher up,” that cannot be reached. This is a mistake; if 
there be hemorrhoids, they are within sight or touch. 

We come now to the consideration of hemorrhoids. The anatom- 
ical structure of these varicosities is too well known to call for 
details. First. Consider external hemorrhoids. There are two 
manifestations of these ; a small, round, or elongated tumor, and a 
“tag” of hypertrophed skin. This little tumor may be a dilated 
vein, or there may have been a ruptured vein, and the tumor the 
result of extravasated blood. External hemorrhoids, as a usual 
thing, give but little annoyance, unless they take on an acute 
inflammation. 

The little “tag,” if it gives no discomfort, had best be left alone. 
If, however, it is sensitive and causes pain at defecation, it had better 
be removed. -This is done like “ Macbeth’s murder ”—“ ’Twere 
best it were done quickly.” Inject a few drops of cocaine solution, 
and snip it off. 

To allay an acute inflammatory attack of external hemorrhoids, 
keep the patient on the bed or lounge and apply ice with an ice-bag. 
If the pain be intense, an application of opium and belladonna is 
excellent. For the cure of the tumor caused by the extravasated 
blood the best and surest procedure is to incise it and turn out the 
clot; place a little antiseptic lint in the cavity, and allow it to heal. 


Let us now consider the more troublesome condition, internal 
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hemorrhoids. The first symptom, usually, of their presence is 
hemorrhage, and only when they become stretched long enough to 
descend below the sphincter when straining, do they become trouble- 
some. The symptoms, when they reach this stage, are burning in 
the rectum, backache, sensation of weight, dread of going to stool, 
constipation, and a general irritability of the patient. Now is the 
time to make the sufferer happy and cure his disease, which can 
certainly be done if we are persistent and energetic. 

Seventeen, years ago there lived in the town of Clinton, Ill., a 
young physician named Mitchell, who, having much leisure time 
upon his hands, began to study upon a cure for hemorrhoids. He 
had an old farmer patient, upon whom he experimented, and finally 
effected a cure by injecting the piles with olive oil and carbolic 
acid. Other patients were thus treated and cured. The farmer and 
the doctor immediately went into the pile business, the former 
furnishing the money and the latter the brains and carbolic acid. 

Rights were sold to itinerant pile doctors for operating in certain 
districts, and soon the land was full of withering hemorrhoids. The 
farmer and Mitchell made their fortune. 

At last scientific medicine began to investigate, and now after 
years of trial it is regarded by competent men as a surgical pro- 
cedure of a certain definite value, and in intelligent hands one de- 
void of danger. The method generally employed forinjecting them is 
this: Having obtained.a good view of the tumor by drawing it down 
or through the speculum, prick it, to cause it to stand erect. With 
an ordinary hypodermic syringe (there is one constructed specially 
for the purpose) puncture the tumor as nearly as possible in its 
center and at right angles to its surface—an ulcer is more likely to 
follow when the needle is thrust up under the mucous membrane at 


the base of the tumor. Cocaine can be injected previously, and the 
needle left in the tumor while the barrel is unscrewed and the car- 


bolic solution drawn into the syringe, which is then attached to the 
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needle again. Concerning the solution employed there is no stand- 
ard strength. 


Kelsey uses : 


R. Pure carbolic acid 
Glycerine 
Water 


Inject five drops each time. Mitchell first used carbolic acid 
one part, olive oil two parts. The great secret pile remedy known as 
the “ Brinkerhoff system” is the following : 


Carbolic acid 
Olive oil 


Inject two to eight minims, according to the size of the tumor. 
This system forbids the injection of any but internal hemorrhoids. 

Injections may be made every week or two weeks, or less fre- 
quently if too irritable. The tumor should always be replaced after 
an injection. 

To illustrate the results of this method of treating hemorrhoids, I 
will cite two cases of my own: 


Case I,—Patient, aged sixty-five, been suffering many years from 
internal hemorrhoids. By coming down after each evacuation 
they cause intense distress. First injected one large tumor, size of 


chestnut. Solution used was carbolic acid one part, glycerine two 
parts; five drops of this were injected. Patient returned in one week. 
Had had some burning pain, but not severe, Tumor had reduced 
in size three-fourths; there was a small ulcer on the surface where 
punctured. At end of second week tumor had entirely disappeared, 


and ulcer healed. Then injected other tumors; they all shriveled up 
and healed perfectly. 


Case II.—Man, aged forty, had one large hemorrhoidal tumor of 
unusual size, large as a walnut. He thought he had prolapsus ani. 
I injected it with eight mms. of same solution, and replaced it. Saw 


him every day for two weeks ; had a great deal of pain and burning; 
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so much so I was obliged to use cocaine suppositories ; still he at- 
tended to his business every day. At end of second week the pain 
ceased, and when examined two weeks later, not a vestige of the 
tumor could be found; nor has he been troubled since. Let us 
now consider the treatment of hemorrhoids by the ligature. All auth- 
orities agree that if an operation be necessary, the ligature is pref- 
erable. For such authorities I would quote Allingham, Kelsey, 
Gross, Van Buren, Bodenhamer, and Brodie ; even Hippocrates 
mentions it and Celsus describes it. 

Of course there are patients who should never be operated upon 
in any manner for hemorrhoids. 

To ligate hemorrhoids ether generally is necessary. Place the 
patient in the lithotomy position; turn out the tumor, either by pull- 
ing apart the nates or stretching the sphincter ; cut a little groove at 
the base of the tumor through the mucous membrane, but not 


through the the blood-vessels ; now apply the silk ligature and snip 


off the tumor. It is best to leave the stump without the sphincter, as 
it can then be better kept clean, and by frequently touching them 
with cocaine there will be little pain during the healing process. The 
ligatures generally come away at the end of a week. Never tie too 
many tumors at one time lest there be a stricture of the rectum re- 
sulting from the cicatrices. Patient should be kept in bed for at 
least two weeks. 

The clamp and cautery treatment is not now employed so exten- 
sively as formerly. Hippocrates describes the proceeding very mi- 
nutely, and his methods were not radically different from those of 
the present day. Did time permit I should like to quote a few para- 
graphs from his works on this subject. 

IRRITABLE ULCER AND FISSURE OF THE ANUs.—We have all had 
cases of intolerable itching of the anus due to small cracks or fis- 
sures radiating from that orifice. There is generally much heat and 
Moisture, and sometimes pus, about the parts. They frequently 
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give rise to a great deal of pain, so much so that the patient's gen. 
eral health suffers. Every evacuation causes these fissures to crack 
open. Again, they may produce spasm of the sphincter, which 
grasps these sores and produces intense agony. Before speaking of 
the recognized treatment for this condition, I want to mention a 
remedy of which I first learned here at the Fortnightly Club ina 
paper read by Dr. F. Park Lewis on “New Remedies.” From it! 
have obtained some very gratifying results in the treatment of these 
fissures. It is the geranium maculatum. It possesses an astringent 
effect upon the venous and capillary circulation owing to the tannic 
and gallic acid which it contains, and is therefore very healing to 
abraded surfaces, such as cracked nipples, fissures, ulcers, and vari- 
cosities. After some experimenting I prepared an ointment thus: 
agnine one ounce, extract of geranium one-half drachm. Three 
cases come to my mind wherein I used this ointment for fissures of 


the anus with most excellent results. All were chronic cases and 
were cured. 


INTERNAL IRRITABLE ULCERS.—These are small ulcers situated 
just within the sphincter, and are even more annoying and obstinate 
than the fissures. 

They secrete pus, and the constant discharge thus created from 
the rectum is uncleanly, debilitating, and induces reflex troubles. 
Like other intractable diseases, there are many “cures’’ recom- 
mended for these ulcers. 

The one now most generally practiced with success is that of 
stretching the sphincter till it is paralyzed, thus allowing the ulcer to 
heal. 

The thumbs well oiled are passed just within the anus and gradu- 
ally, but forcibly, separated till the muscle is stretched to its fullest 
capacity. This is done under ether. The patient must now remain 
in bed for a week. 

Another method is that of dividing the sphincter with the knife, 
but the results are no better and the risk greater. 
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The “ Brinkerhoff system,” as applied to ulcers, is this: Insert 
the speculum, clean out the ulcer, and paint with a solution of 
argentuin nit., 40 grs. tothe oz. This repeated once a month. The 
patient then uses each morning an ointment of carbolic acid, 
gts. iij ; sulphur, grs. viij ; vaseline, %j. Each morning he is to use 
the “ Brinkerhoff ulcer remedy,”’ which is:

Glycerine 
Add one-half teaspoonful of this to the same quantity of starch 
and two ounces of water. Inject into the rectum. 
I had purposed speaking of fistula, but I have aiready gone be- 
yond my limit of time. 





FUNCTIONAL DISEASES OF THE LIVER.

In studying diseases of the liver we may divide them into two 
classes, organic and functional. I have selected functional diseases 
as the subject of this paper, as the organic diseases’ require more 
time than can be given in a paper of this length. In order to better 
study this subject, let us first understand the functions of this 
organ. Every student of physiology knows the liver is the largest 
gland and perhaps the chief excretory organ of the system, and a 
failure to perform its function throws its work upon some other 
organ, which for a time may do imperfectly the extra work thrown 
upon it. If this is long continued, organic changes take place, 
followed by a host of ills of which we will speak later. Regarding 
the functions, Dr. Murchison, in his lectures on this subject, said 


the classifications which had been made did not represent the pre- 
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sent state of knowledge of the functions of this organ, and he sum- 
marizes them under three heads : 

First. The formation of glycogen, which contributes to the main- 
tenance of animal heat and to the nutrition of the blood and tissues, 

Second. The destructive metamorphosis of albuminoid matter, 
and the formation of urea and other nitrogenous products, which 
are subsequently eliminated by the kidneys; these changes also 
maintaining animal heat. 

Third. The secretion of bile, a large portion of which is reabsorbed, 
assisting the assimilation of fats and other elements, whilst a por- 
tion, passing downward, stimulates the peristaltic action of?the 
intestines and arrests decomposition. 

Functional diseases may depend upon organic diseases of that 
organ or upon diseases of the thoracic or abdominal viscera ; or 
may be due to febrile affection, malaria, or the influence of 
climate, excessive use of alcohol, or over-indulgence in the pleasures 
of the table, especially rich, fatty articles of food; new, sweet 


wines ; champagnes, unless dry ; malt liquors; want of exercise, 


particularly when associated with errors in diet or abuse of alcoholic 


beverages ; depressing nervous and emotional influences ; disorders 
of the metabolic system or failure to convert the nitrogenous matter 
into urea; and the production of lithates and lithic acid, inducing a 
condition of the blood to which Murchison applied the term lith- 
emia. These lithates may be for a time eliminated by the kidneys 
and found in the urine after cooling as lithates, lithic acid, and pig- 
mentary matter. The finding of these matters is not inconsistent 
with good health, especially after errors in diet, much more fre- 
quently in gouty subjects or these predisposed to hepatic disorders. 

After a time the kidneys fail to eliminate all of these lithates, and 
they accumulate in the system, giving rise to a variety of symptoms, 
such as epigastric oppression ; flatulent distension of the stomach 


and bowels ; heartburn ; acid eructations ; sense of weariness and 
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inclination to sleep after meals; furred tongue ; unpleasant taste in 
the mouth, especially mornings ; appetite often good, sometimes the 
contrary ; an excessive secretion of viscid mucus in the fauces and 
pack of nose; constipation and palpitation; pulse irregular and 
intermittent; frontal headache ; vertigo, and noises in the ears; 
restlessness at night, especially at 2 a.M.; irritability of temper and 
hypochondriasis. Gout, which may accompany these symptoms, is 
one of the results of litheemia, as are also urinary and biliary calculi, 
associated with gout. Treatment directed to the liver cures the 
whole condition. 

Lithemia predisposes to local inflammations, and during any 
acute fever they cease to be eliminated, but are discharged freely 
upon the subsidence of the febrile condition which their retention 
undoubtedly caused. Some diseases of the skin, as eczema, psoria- 
sis, and urticaria, are often caused by lithemia and the hepatic dis- 
orders from which it results. 

Excessive secretion of bile is usually characterized by bilious 
stools, sometimes nausea and vomiting ; this I believe is conserva- 
tive and nature’s way of getting rid of excess, and if let alone will 
result in benefit to the patient. Opium and its preparations, injudi- 
ciously administered, cause this vitiated bile, which nature is trying 
to discharge, to be thrown back into the circulation, and it takes 
days for the system to overcome it. ‘There may be febrile symp- 
toms ; the stools, owing to the irritation from the bile, may cause 
smarting and burning ; the urine high-colored and loaded with lith- 
ates; also headache and much depression of spirits, irregular pulse 
and palpitation, are frequent accompaniments of this condition. In 
deficient secretion of bile we have the following symptoms: furred 


tongue ; bad taste in the mouth; loss of appetite and flatulence ; 


irregular action of bowels, mostly constipated, the dejections pale- 


yellow, drab, or whitish, pasty or putty-like and very offensive—the 


complexion sallow, often jaundiced; pulse sometimes slow and 
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irregular ; headache, languor, and drowsiness; urine dark and 
loaded with lithates. This condition, if long continued, results in 
loss of flesh and emaciation. 


Hyperemia or congestion is either active or passive, and may be 


due to mechanical obstruction to the return of the blood to the 
heart, as in affections of the right heart or tricuspid valves, or to 
obstruction in the pulmonary circulation, or further on the circula- 
tion to diseases of the mitral or aortic valves. Here again treatment 
directed to the liver relieves all the symptoms. It may result from 
excesses at the table, especially in those who take too little exercise 
and indulge in rich, highly seasoned food, and make immoderate use 
of spirituous liquors between meals ; long exposure to tropical cli- 
mates ; but such influences may be resisted by persons of temper- 
ate habits. It may result from chill, or be caused by traumatism, 
although the liver is very tolerant of injuries ; from suppressed men- 
struation, particularly in full-blooded women at the climacteric; 
also when the pelvic circulation is interfered with from any cause, 

If this congestion is allowed to continue, we may get organic 
changes, as in the condition known as nutmeg liver. In ordinary 
cases the liver does not extend beyond its normal limits, but in cases 
due to mechanical obstruction it may be considerably increased in 
size. 

In acute cases it is often tender to pressure, and patient speaks of 
pressure or fullness rather than pain. Here again we have the 
furred tongue, nausea, vomiting, bilious diarrhoea or sometimes con- 
stipation, sallow complexion, occasionally jaundice, colicky pain, and 
urine loaded with lithates ; patient complains of headache, is irritable 
and depressed, followed by weak circulation, susceptibility to changes 
of temperature, cold feet ; urine sometimes contains bile, frequently 
oxalate of lime, and excess of urea ; the skin is dry and harsh; yet 
a person in this condition may prolong his existence for years, of 


atrophic change may take place resulting in nutmeg liver, or it may 
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be the first stages of cirrhosis in those of intemperate habits. We 
will consider the treatment of these various conditions under one 
general head. It at once becomes apparent that in a class of dis- 
eases so largely dependent upon errors in diet, abuse of alcoholic 
liquors, climatic influences, indolent habits, or a too sedentary life, 
coupled with abuse of food and alcohol, the hygienic treatment must 


play an important part in correcting these troubles nor, are we dis- 


appointed in this.

ON THE DRILLING OF CAPILLARY HOLES THROUGH THE SKULL 


FOR THE PURPOSE OF EXPLORING WITH THE HYPODERMIC 
NEEDLE.

The modus operandi heretofore followed consists in applying, 
under strict antisepsis, a crown of trepan at the suspected spot, and 
after removing the ring of bone to explore the subdural spaces and 
the brain. This trephining, though simple enough in itself, is none 
the less considered by many, even surgeons, as a regular and some- 
what lengthy operation, requiring also one with some surgical 
experience, especially of brain surgery. For these reasons trephin- 
ing as an exploratory procedure is only used very seldom, and when 
used is very often used too late. 

Fully impressed with the importance of early diagnoses in these 


cases of brain trouble particularly, it occurred to me that it would 


be possible to substitute for the apparently formidable application 
of the trepan the simpler, readier, less formidable and less dangerous 
Procedure of drilling through the skull a small hole, only large 


enough to introduce a hypodermic needle. 


With this idea in view I proceeded to test the idea practically on

dogs. All the rules of strict antisepsis and of location of the spots 
for operation which have to be observed for trephining, were followed 
here and strictly adhered to. The animals were placed under 
chloroform specially with the view of controlling them and keeping 
them perfectly quiet. 

The spot to be explored was shaved of its hair by a clip of the 
point of the scissors, and the place well washed and rendered 
aseptic. Then with a sharp-pointed aseptic bistoury a hole was 
made through the soft parts of the scalp. Through this the bit ofa 
watchmaker’s drill was introduced, and as soon as it had reached 
the bone the instrument was held firmly pressed against the bone, 
and the sliding knot of the instrument worked, at first slowly, then 
swiftly and again slowly, as the bit penetrated the bone and came 
near the brain substance. The bit is provided with a movable gauge 
and screw, which is adjusted so as to prevent the bit from pene- 
trating too deeply into the brain tissue. 

As soon as the skull has been penetrated the drill is withdrawn 
and a hypodermic needle with syringe introduced. ‘The needle 
should be twice as large as the ordinary needle of our cases, so that 
if it should strike the thick pus of an abscess or the thick fluid of a 
cyst, the caliber will be large enough to suck it, which it will surely 
not do if the needle is as fine as the one ordinarily used for a hypo 
dermic injection. 

This procedure was performed twice on each side of the middle 
line of the skull on two dogs. Each time the needle was driven to 
the hilt within the tissues, the distance from the point to the hilt 
being about an inch and a half. The dogs were afterward left to 
themselves. 

Both recovered rapidly from the effects of the chloroform and 
behaved as naturally afterward as if their skull and brain had not 
been perforated four times at different places. 


After a rest of two weeks, the animals were again put under chloro 
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form, and the skull and brain were drilled and explored in four 
places. 

The result was exactly the same as at the first sitting. They re- 
covered rapidly. The dogs were kept about the yard for several 
weeks, to see if any remote effects would develop, but none were 
noticed. 

During an experiment one dog was killed before recovering from the 
chloroform to see what damage if any had been produced. Besides 
an extravasation of blood of the size of a nickel under the scalp, 
and one of the size of a pea under the pia-mater, nothing else could 
be seen of the traumatism inflicted.—W. O. Med. and Surg. Jour. 








Selections, 
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The Rapid Cure of Cystitis in Women.—Dr. Madden, in the 
British Medical Journal, after discussing various modes of treat- 
ment for this affection, thus details his own method : 

He dilates the urethra with an instrument until he can pass the 
index-finger into the bladder, and so paralyzes, for a time, the 
sphincter. It may be necessary to remove the proliferating mucous 
membrane of the bladder with a dull wire curette. After dilatation, 


whether the curette is used or not, he makes in all cases local appli- 


cations of carbolic acid to the mucous surface of the bladder. He 


applies the carbolic acid in the form of the glycerine of carbolic acid 
(B. P.), which is quite strong enough. Through his dilator, a bit of 
absorbent cotton saturated with this preparation is introduced, so 
that the medicament, without touching the urethra, is brought into 
contact with the fundus vesicz. It is allowed to remain there about 
two minutes, until every part of the vesical wall contracts firmly upon 
thecotton. The cotton is then withdrawn, and the urethral canal is 


similarly brushed out with another application of the carbolized 
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es, 


Pain is prevented by the previous application to the parts 
of a solution of cocaine (10 per cent.). 


glycerine. 


According to his experi- 
ence, this treatment seldom requires to be repeated more than two or 
three times, at intervals of a week, to effect a cure of even the most 
aggravated case of cystitis in women. 








Cold-water Treatment of Fever. A Simplified Method.—Preyer 
and Flasher first advocated, in 1884, and Heller in 1886, spraying 
the body as a safe and convenient method of reducing the body 
temperature. Placzek (Wirch. Arch., cxv.,) has recently taken up this 
treatment. After using a pint and a half of water of from 53° to 
59° F., he uses water of a higher temperature, thus dilating the 
capillaries and inducing a consequent loss of considerable body 
heat. 

Not requiring more than twenty-five minutes for the application, 
it may be repeated several times a day ; besides this, the method has 


the advantage of simplicity and comfort. The patient remains in 


bed, all coverings removed, and a rubber or wax cloth laid under 
him. 


The Acid Salts of Phosphorus.—In a paper by Jos. Eichbey, 
M.D., before the Cincinnati Med. Society, the following interesting 
points were brought out : 


Phosphoric acid has a local as well as a constitutional effect, and 
isof great value in many of those disorders known by the general term 
dyspepsia. It is a familiar fact that many cases, subject to acid 
eructations and to adisagreeable sour taste in the mouth, owe this 
hyperacidity to a deficient percentage of free acid in the gastric secre- 
tion, in consequence of which fermentations are made possible. Such 
cases are best relieved by the administration of mineral acids, and it 
is in them, particularly, that dilute phosphoric acid renders invalu- 
able service. It would seem to supply the needed acid factor to se- 


cure complete digestion ; and, after absorption, to manifest that tonic 
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effect on the nervous system, which seems to be a special feature of 
phosphorus compounds. 


There has lately been placed upon the market a compound, con- 
taining a number of the acid saltsof phosphorus, which recommends 


itself to the profession by intrinsic merit, by its comparative cheap- 


ness, and by its convenience of administration. Prepared by the 
Provident Chemical Works, this substance has received the name of 
Crystalline Phosphate; and its analysis, as given upon the label, 
shows it to be composed of the following substances: 

Phosphoric acid, acid phosphates of calcium, magnes., potassium, 
sodium and iron, chlorides of potassium and sodium, sulphate of po- 
tassium and water. 

I was first led to use this remedy by a personal experience of its 
efficacy in most promptly relieving the feeling of heaviness and dis- 
tress incidental to indulgence in some particularly indigestible article 
of food. The cardialgia, the fullness and weight in the epigastrium, 
the metallic, pasty taste in the mouth, were all relieved within ten 
minutes after taking the remedy. Shortly after this, a patient, com- 
ing to the office for some local trouble, complained of the unpleasant 
effect of some cheese which he had taken a few hours before ; and was 
also benefited within a few minutes by taking the Crystalline Phos- 


phate. In several other instances has success been equally decisive. 
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LECTURES ON DISEASES OF THE HEART, WITH A MATERIA MEDICA OF THE 
New Heart REMEDIES. By Epwin M. Hate, M.D. Third Edition. Phila- 
delphia: F. E. Boericke, Hahnemann Publishing House. 1889. 


This is, as far as we know, the only work on the homceopathic 
treatment of diseases of the heart which is at all comprehensive or 
satisfactory. But there area number of points in pathology and 
symptomatology where we must differ with the author. The theory 
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he supports of the circulation in the heart wall, for instance, is obso- 
lete. Nor do we believe that the dilating ventricles have any part in 
the production of the second sound of the heart. Lack of space 
forbids our discussing these points here in detail, and they are buta 
few of the many little points which are open to criticism. 

But the lack of complete familiarity with the pathological and 
physical conditions of the subject which is shown is more than com- 
pensated for by the clearness and ease with which he speaks of the 
treatment of these troublesome conditions by homceopathic remedies, 

When Dr. Hale says anything about the homeeopathic action of a 
remedy it can generally be relied upon as trustworthy. 

There is no class of cases where a careful selection of a remedy is 
sO necessary as in just these conditions, and the way such cases will 
respond to the proper remedy is sometimes marvellous. 

In this book we have every aid in making the proper selection. 
The materia medica of new remedies is very good, and the repertory 
is alone worth double the price of the book. It is exceedingly well 


arranged and very convenient for ready reference. 





ELECTRICITY AND THE METHODS OF ITS EMPLOYMENT IN REMOVING SUPER- 
FLUOUS HAIR AND OTHER FACIAL BLEMISHES. By Piym. S. HAyes, A.M., 
M.D. Chicago: W. T. Keener, 96 Washington St. 1889. Price, $1.00, 


It is only within the last few years that the general practitioner 
has heard much about this use of electricity, and even this little has 
been of a vague, unsatisfactory way. If one were asked if there was 
not some way by which superfluous hair could be removed, he would 
probably reply: “Why, certainly, by electrolysis.” But of the 
manner of applying this he would have but the faintest idea. The 
author’s ten years’ experience in this line of work has taught him the 
points on which the novice is most apt to fail, and these he takes 
special pains to describe. 


Giving, first, a brief review of the anatomy of the skin and _ hair, 


he passes on to a description of the operation. 
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The galvanic current is the one to be employed, and the effect 
upon the hair depends on the generation of a caustic at the needle- 


point—the caustic being alkaline at the negative pole and acid at 


the positive. 

All the points of the operation are clearly stated and every minor 
point is touched upon. 

The reader is forewarned as to the number of returns to expect 
and their cause.

IcE-WATER ENEMATA IN TREATMENT OF DIARRHGA.—Dr. Robert 
M. Simon, writing in the British Med. Journal, states that this mode 
of treatment has frequently been adopted in cases of collapse occur- 
ting during diarrhoea in young children at the Birmingham General 
Hospital. He recommends that the ice should be dissolved in water 
and from two to three ounces injected. In his experience, which he 
says has been quite extensive, the immediate effect is good in pro- 
ducing sleep, as is important in the collapsed condition. Subsequent- 
ly the effect upon the diarrhoea is also good, and it will rarely be 
found necessary to repeat the enema. It has sometimes been found 
expedient to give a few drops of brandy about the time of the in- 
jection, and perhaps internal medication should be continued. In 
his experience no depression or bad effect has ever resulted. 

GNAPHALIUM IN SciatTica.—Dr. Pemberton Dudley has used 
gnaphalium in sciatica, and cured more cases with it than with all 
other remedies put together. The special indications for its use are 
pains of a burning character followed by numbness in the affected 
part. I have also successfully used gnaphalium in cases in which 


the burning was not present. In one such case the pain was of a 
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decidedly aching character, and affected the entire length of the limb, 
It excited cramps, particularly of the calf muscles. There were also 
coated tongue, more or less headache, indifferent appetite, and con- 
stipation. Nux vomica was given without success. Bryonia and 
sulphur were also prescribed with like results. Then gnaphalium 
was given and cured the case. 

Dr. Korndoerfer has also used gnaphalium in sciatica with excel- 
lent results. A feeling of lameness, independent of pain, is a good 
indication. He has usually employed the tincture or the first dilu- 
tion of the drug.—WV. Y. Med. Times. 


Acetic Acip as AN. ANTIsEPTIC.—Dr. Engelmann (/Jowr. de 
Med.) employs in his obstetric practice a 3 to 5 per cent. solution 
of acetic acid. As an antiseptic this, he says, is quite as effectual as 


carbolic acid, to which it is superior in being non-poisonous, in its 


astringent and hemostatic properties, and in being readily absorbed 


by dressings. A 5 per cent. solution acts on mucous membranes as 
an effectual caustic.—WV. Y. Med. Times. 


Dry CHLORIDE OF SODIUM IN THE TREATMENT OF SUBINVO- 
LUTION OF THE UTERUsS.—In those cases of subinvolution of the 
uterus where for any reason operative measures are withdrawn 
advisably, Dr. Hal C. Wyman has found the treatment by dry 
applications of sodium chloride to the swollen cervix most satis- 
factory. The formula he uses is this : 


BR. Chloride of sodium 
Powd. slippery elm bark 
Powd. hyoscyamus leaves............ «... Ehisis seclamnte vias a's 
Mix and rub in a hot and dry mortar until thoroughly desiccated. 


This is applied to a diseased cervix uteri in quantities equal to an 
ordinary teaspoonful once every other day, and sometimes oftener.— 
Detroit Med. Journal. 


TREATMENT OF LEG Utcers.—Dr. Appenrodh, of Clanthal, 
introduces a new method of treatment for ulcers of the leg. After

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washing the leg he uses mild massage, beginning at the knee and 
working downwards, which produces an exudation of lymph in the 
ulcer, and a cure rapidly results. Pure lanolin is recommended as 
a dressing in preference to that charged with antiseptics, which 
ordinarily produce irritation. —Z’ Année Medicale. 


A PREPARATION FOR BURNS ON THE EYEBALL.—Mr. Flannagan, 
pharmacist to the Massachusetts Eye and Ear Infirmary, recently 
compounded the following to meet the want of a surgeon ina case 
of burn on the eyeball : 


Atropine (uncombined alkaloid). ....... (anoles dceeesee 0.10 part. 
Cocaine ee - .0.05 part. 
EEE GS aSca? swiss dew ees oeiule te twesdals shite: lane atta I. part. 
Olive oil part. 


The alkaloids are dissolved in the oleic acid by means of a water 
bath, and the solution is then added to the olive oil, warmed.—J/. 
Y. Med. Times. 


CYANIDE OF MERCURY IN DIPHTHERIA.—Dr. Beck, of Suisse, 
and Dr. Viller, of St. Petersburg, recommend cyanide of mercury, 
2d or 3d trit., in diphtheria. Dr. Jousset employs belladonna ser., 
from two to ten gtt.in 200 grammes of water, for dryness of the 
throat, one spoonful every hour, and cyanide of mercury meantime 


at intervals. He always obtained excellent results.—Z’Art Meat- 
ale. 


A New MopeE or UsinGc A HoOMC:OPATHIC REMEDY FOR ACUTE 


Coryza.—A Swiss pharmaceutical journal gives the following 
method : Into a jug half filled with boiling water put a drachm of 
powdered camphor; over it place a funnel-shaped paper from which 
the apex has been torn off so as to admit the nose. The camphorated 


steam may thus be drawn in through the nares for ten to fifteen min- 


utes. Any coryza, it is maintained, however severe, will yield to 
three such applications.—W. Y. Med. Jour. 
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SULPHUR IN SciaTica.—Dr. Henri Gueneau de Mussy gives a 
treatment for sciatica which yields surprising results. It consists in 
spreading on a cloth a thick paste of flowers of sulphur, placing the 
afflicted member on this sulphur bed and wrapping it up. How the 
flowers of sulphur act, nobody knows; we can only say that the 
urine soon gives forth a strong odor of sulphuretted hydrogen. The 
treatment takes effect very rapidly. One night suffices to relieve 
the patient of the neuralgia. At a meeting of the Paris Therapeu- 


tical Society, some remarkable cures by this method were related by 
the doctor. 







Dry Corn-siLK.—Dr. H. Gregory writes to the Medical Age: 
-I am personally acquainted with a man who has a diseased prostate 
and irritable bladder, and he uses a tea made from dry corn-silk, 
obtained from his corn-crib. He gives the remedy great praise, and 
I am of the opinion that a green drug extract of corn-silk has 
demulcent properties of great value in those prostatic and bladder 
ailments, so common and almost universal among old men. 














CoLpD WATER AS AN AN&STHETIC.—Simple cold water, injected 
under the skin, acts as a powerful local anesthetic. Indeed, it will 
frequently remove all pain, used in this way, due to neuralgias of 
superficial location. 

Our revered Father Lilienthal used to give hypodermic injections 
of pure cold water when importuned by his patient for morphine, 
with equally good results as though the opiate had been used.

DIARRHEA OF INFANCY.—In case of 
gastro-intestinal troubles in children with green diarrhoea, Dr. 
Hayem gives lactic acid in a 2 per cent. solution, in teaspoonful doses 


fifteen minutes after suckling. He gives in all five or six doses in 


twenty-four hours, which corresponds to from forty to sixty centi- 
grams of pure lactic acid. Two or three teaspoonfuls of the follow- 


ing syrup may also be given.
